The Fresno Convention Fails 
to Nominate, 


And Adjourns Until the Fourth of 
Next Month, 


When It Will Reconvene at San 
Buenaventura, 


Sixty Ballots Taken in All—Lindley 
Ahead on the Last Vote 
With Bowers Close 
Behind.

Fresno, Aug. 28.—[{Special,} In the 
Sixth District Congress Convention to- 
night the sixtieth ballot resulted in no 
choice. The last ballot stood: Lindley, 
76; Bowers, 64; Rowell, 47. 

The convention adjourned to meet 
at San Buenaventura September 4tb, 
and sepa with three cheers for 
Markham and three more for the Con- 
gressional nominee, whoever he may 
be. 

It has been a tremendous, but a 
good-tempered siege, in the heat of 
Fresno, and for each of the three can- 
didates the most splendid fidelity of 
bis friends has been exhibited 
throughout. In summing up I adhere 
to my previously expressed conviction 
that the final contest will be between 
Lindley and Rowell. H. G. O. 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 


A Day Devoted to Ballots Without 
Result. 

Fresno, Aug. B.—IBy the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The war of the ballots 
continues in the Republican Congress 
Convention. Sixteen new ballots 
were taken this morning, making 38 
in all. The first ballot this morning 
showed Rowell 47. Lindley 70, Bowers 
70, against 43 for Rowell and 71 each 
for Lindley and Bowers on the last 
ballot last night. Rowell has gained 
today. The last ballot before 
noon showed Rowell 56, Lindley 64, 
Bowers 67. Itseems now that a com- 
promise man will have to be sprung 
on the convention if it nominates. 
On the forty-first ballot Roweli had 56, 
Lindley 64, Bowers 67. 

As the delegates were re-assembling 
for the evening session it was seen that 
gome important movement was in con- 
templation, and as they gathered in

After taking 
two or three ballots this did not meet 
with the approval of the delegates 
from the counties north of the Te- 
hachepi. Those who were in favor of 
adjournment contended that it was ap- 
parent that the convention was dead- 
locked and that it was necessary to ad- 
journ in order to gather the wishes of 
their constituents. The hall was 
packed to absolute discomfort. Olair- 
man Brown rapped the convention to 
order at 7:30 o’clock and created a 
ripple of laughter by calling on the 
secre to call the rollagain.

After réviewing the testimony in de- 
tail, Col. Hendershott declared his 
belief that the tarring and feathering 
had not been the work of boys, but of 
older hands—of grown men who had 
reason to wish to induce the editor of 
the News toleave the country. He 
made sport of Editor Bentley and the 
paper which he offered the Azusa pub- 
lic. He said that the evidence offered 
by the prosecution was all preliminary, 
that is, it was always leading up to 
something, but never got there. 

Mr. Diehl, who represented the Dis- 
trict Attorney, followed in a brief 
argumentative speech. The direct 
testimony he said was that of Bentley, 
who recognized several of his assail- 
ants, and the utterance of Cummings 
that we“ did the tarring and feath- 
ering. The circumstantial was the 
finding of Amon’s glove, the purchase 
of the tar and the anxiety of Hamiin 
about the note. As to the alibi which 
had been attempted, Mr. Diehl called 
attention to the fact that it failed in 
the case of allof the defendants, ex- 
cept two, to cover the very time when 
the offense Was committed, and in the 
case of these two was not very clear. 
He also called attention to the peculiar 
conduct of some of the defendants on 
the stand. 

The case was then submitted to the 
Court for a decision. 
Justice Savage said: “There is no 
question as to the fact of the crime 
having been committed; that bas been 
amply proved. The fact that the de- 
fendants were all together on the 
night of the 8th of August, might give 
rise to a suspicion that if any were im- 
plicated all were. It is. however, not 
the province of this Court to act on 
such suspicions. In the case of Will 
Potter there is no evidence tending to 
show his connection with the affair.

AN UNSUCCESSFUL HOLD-UP. 


A Plucky Milkman Declined 


to be Robbed+The High- 
wayman An Old 
Citizen. 


A saooting affair, under rather pe 
culiar circumstances, which will proba- 
bly result in the death of John Walsh. 
an old resident of this city, and until 
rocently in the employ of the Lacy Pipe 
Works, occurred early yesterday morn- 
ing in the arroyo on Lecouvreur atreet, 


Just beyond the Santa Fé tracks, and 


witbin about one 
Walsh’s house. 

About 3:45 o’clock, as John Bryant, 
a milkman living on the Glendale road, 
just this side of the Three-mile House, 
drove onto Lecouvreur street, he 
noticed a man in the bushes a short 
distance from him. One day last week 
an attempt had been made to “hola 
up“ Mr. Bryant at this same place, and 
on the man advancing toward him, he 
drew bis revolver and orderea him to 
stop, at the same time telling him that 
if he came any closer he wouid shoot. 
This warning was ropeated two or three 
times, no attention being paid to it, 
and when the man reached the horse’s 
bead Mr. Bryant fired. The horse 
jumped forward on hearing the crack 
of the pistol, and started forward at a 
rapid gait, and on looking be- 
hind him, Mr. Bryant saw the man fall. 
Witho t stopping tosee what the ex- 
tent of the man’s injuries were, Mr. 
Bryant drove at once to the East Side 
Station, where he reported the occur- 
rence to Officer Conlee, and surrend- 
ered himself to the authorities. An 
investigation was at once had, and the 
officers were surprised to find that the 
wounded man was John Walsh, who 
was known personally to all of them, 
and had been occupying the house on 
Lecouvreur street, near where the 
shooting occurred, with his family, for 
some months post. He was found ly- 
ing where he fell, and was at once 
picked up and removed to his home, 
and Drs. Wise and Carlisle summoned. 
An examination showed that Walsh 
Was Very seriously injured, the bullet, 
which was of small calibre, having en- 
tered theabdomen just above and to 
the left of the navel and lodged some- 
where in the bowels. Walsh was very 
much under the influence of liquor, 
and the physicians had a great deal of 
trouble in keeping him quiet, as he 
persisted in trying to get up. He de- 
nied all knowledge of the affair, and 
could tell nothing whatever about how 
he got shot, saying he did not know 
how ithappened. After dressing his 
wounds the physicians left, but Officer 
Conlee remained with Walsh until 11 
o’clock, when he had finally quieted 
down. Dr. Wise is of the opinion that 
Walsh has a chance of recovery if he 
will keep perfectly quiet aud take 
proper care of himself. 

Mr. Bryant was subsequently brought 
over to the Central Station, where he 
remained during the afternoon, and 
was released by Justice Austin, on his 
own recognizance stating that be would 
be present whenever he was wanted, 
During the day, Mr. Bryant, on bein

morning 1 drove onto Lacouvreur street, 
and when just north of the Santa Fé track 
] observed a man in the weeds about a rod 
from me. He ran out and cried; ‘Stop, 
n you, stop; I want your money.’ He

one side and nearly t m sprin 
on over. leried pany ‘Stand back, 2 
I will shoot,’ but he paid no heed and kept 
advancing, and tried to catch my horse by 
the bits. After 1 bad warned him three 
times, and he paying no attention, I 1 
my gun, a liber Smith & Wesson, 
and fired at him and he fell. My horse 
jumped as the pistol crac and [ 
thought I had run over him. I then 
drove away, as 1 did not know but that 
there might be more of them. I drove on 
to Chestnut street and stopped at the first 
house I came which was that of W. 
Richter. After a time I aroused him and 
related what had occurred, and asked him 
to go back with me and investigate. He ad- 
vised me not to go back, but to go to the Po- 
lice Station in East Los Angeles and secure 
an officer, I did so. At the station 1 met 
Officer Conlee, and after repeating my story 
ve myself up. Subsequentiy 1 was 
ughbt to the station in this ci This is 
not the first time that an attempt has been 
made to hold me up in the same place. One 
day last week, and I believe the same man 
umped out of some brush and endeavored 
get hold of my horse’s bits. Atthat time 
the animal made a sudden spring and in a 
short time was far away from the scene. 
Upon two other occasions I observed a man 
standing between some trees by the aide of 
the r but he made no attempt to stop 
me.’ 

The affair caused quite a sensation 
on the East Side, and was the general 
topic of conversation during the day. 
As stated above, an attempt was made 
to “hold up“ Mr. Bryant at this same 

lace about a week ago, and tliere may 

ave been other attempts. At any 
rate, the matter was reported at the 
East Side station, and for several 
nights, or rather mornings, Officer Ro- 
mans has been stationed at the place, 
but no trouble of any kind occurred, 
and yesterday morning the officer was 
not in that locality. 

Asto Walsh’s movements, he has 
been accounted for up to 1 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. He has been drink- 
ing for several days, and Wednesday 
night he was at the saloon at the cor- 
ner of Hays street and Pasadena av- 
enue until after 12 o’clock. He then 
left and started for the West Side, and 
about 1 o’clock was found on San Fer- 
nando street by an officer. He was 
then very drunk, but was able 
to walk, and being known to 
the officer, he was taken to the Downey- 
avenue viaduct .and started on 
his way home at about 1 o’clock. 
His house is but a comparatively short 
distance from the viaduct and he 
should have reached it in 15 or 20 
minutes from the time the officer left 
him, but nothing was heard of him 
from that time until he was picked up 
where he had been shot. Walsh’s 
wife was up when be was shot, and, 
knowing that he had been drinking, 
had been on the look-out for him all 
night. She stated to Officer Conlee 
that she was on the porch and saw or 
heard the miikman when he delivered 
the milk at a house near by and that 
shortly after she beard a pistol shot. 
and her husband cried out: Mamma 
I am sbot,”’ er something of th t kind. 

Walsh has a wife and four children, 
and has always been regarded as an 


honest, hard-working man, but some- 


what given to drink. He has been a 
resident of Los Angeles for sixteen 
ears past. and for some time past has 
—— in the employ of the Lucy Pipe 
Works, and itis said was only laid off 
because thero was no work in the shop. 
There are several queer features 
about the case, and it will be thor- 
ougbly investigated. Walsh’s friends 
insist that there must be some mistake 
about him attempting to stop the milk- 
man, and 22 to — — at — wee 
only drunk, and ws staggering towar 
the wagen, when Mr. Bryant, whe had 


same place, became nervous, and 
thinking that another attempt was 
about to be made, called to Walsh to

Oo the otber hand, however, the 
fact that Mr. Bryant is not a nervous 
and excitable man, aod that the pre- 
vious attempt was made at the same 
place, and under almost the same cir- 
cumstances, is: significant. Besides 
this, shortly dfter the matter became 
known, John W. Paul, another milk- 
man, réported at the East Side station 
that a few minutes before the shooting 
occurred he had been ordered stop 
by the same manin the same i epti- 
cal spot, but that he had whipped” up 
his horses and made his escape.

The Boom in Shipping Continues. 
Arrivals and Departures.

Teachers, maintain your menting. and 
tax manipulators consider well how 
you handle the question of developing 
the young minds of our boys and girls. 
Can you afford to cut the salaries of 
good teachers? Can you afford to send 
your children tocheap teachers? 

Before reducing salaries, would it 
not be well to ask why it is necessary 
to pay $1890 per month for the super- 
vision of the city schools? 

From the report of the meeting of 
School Board, July 22, 1890, it appears 
that there are ten principals not as- 
signed teaching duties, therefore are 
superiotending principals or assistant 
superintendents. These with other 
superintending officers carry the 


monthly expense for supervision near

Teachers’ Salaries. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 27.—[TTo the 
Editor of Tae Times.] Whenever the 
city authorities are down with their 
periodical attacks of economy and re- 
trenchment, it would be amusing, if it 
was notso exasperating, to note their 
frantic efforts for relief. Looking be- 
yond the mass of well-paid and not too 
hard-worked men who fill the various 
offices in the city administration, their 
eyes rest on the quiet group of women 
school teachers, and by abstractin 
somewhat from their hard-earned gal- 
aries, they expect to find soothing for 


their sufferings, when an indignant 
1 


gance that has marked their official 
career. 

The teachers, nearly all women, and 
80 unrepresented in the Board, the 
Superintendency or the Council, have 
no voice in this matter, and must sub- 
mit, with what grace they may, to 
wrongs which are understood best by a 
teacher, and, a woman. 

From my long experience as a 
teacher, and from very intimate ac- 
quaintance with the excellent corps of 
women instructors in our city schools. 
I think I am justified in pronouncin 
the recent proposal to begin the wor 
of retrenchment at that end of the line 
as unjust as it is impolitic. 

The salaries paid for nine months 
work must suffice for the expenses of 
twelve, and, I testify from personal 
knowledge, few of the teachers are ex- 
travagantin dress or mode of living, 
yet not many areable to place even 
small sums to their credit reserved for 
the coming days when they can no 
longer work. 

Nor is it true that the teachers 
have no one dependent upon them. A 
large number are caring for others, 
nobly accepting the necessary self- 
denials in their labor of love. When 
the work and pay of a teacher com- 
pared to those of policemen and 
men, and the proposition made to re- 
duce her salary comes from men who 
draw such renumeration for light toil as 
would make her lot one of ease and 
comfort, I would be glad to place 
them for one month in charge of fifty 
children and let them prove for them- 
selves whether the task is a light one 
or too well paid. 

Let retrenchment begin where it 
should, with the strong, the well paid, 
the not overworked or the useless 
Officers of the city, and let the school 
teacher manage, if she can, to get 
from her present salary, a fair living 
for herself and others dependent upon 
her, an interest on the large outlay for 
her education, a little for necessary 
recreation and a few dollars to lay 
aside for the accidents of sickness and 
the years when work is no longer 
possible.

After a.long and wearisome siege, 
during which great firmness was dis- 
played by the followers of all three 
candidates, the Fresno convention has 
‘adjourned, to meet again at San 
Buenaventura, on the 4th of Septem- 
ber. Sixty ballots were taken, the last 
one resulting as follows: Lindley, 76; 
Bowers, 64; Rowell, 47. The fluctua- 
tions in the voting were not great. 
Sometimes one candidate would be in 
the lead and then another, but, on the 

whole, the changes were not impor- 
tant. Several outside candidates were 
brought in and received a few scatter- 
ing votes, but could not win over the 
steadfast adherents of the three men 
in the race. 0 
Ihe relative positions of the three 
candidates were changed at the close. 
On the first ballot Bowers was firat, 
Lindley second and Rowell third. On 
the last ballot Lindley led, followed by 
Bowers, Rowell still being in the rear, 
but while Rowell had only lost three 
votes, Bowers had lost twenty-three 
and Lindly had gained seventeen. 
The heat has been very trying to the 
delegates during the convention.

‘A NAVAL WONDER. 


THE CRUISER SAN FRANCISCO'S 
PERFORMANCE, 


Her Highest Speed Over Twenty 
Knots an Hour—How She Com- 
pares With Other Mod- 
ern Ships of War. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SANTA BARBARA, Aug. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The cruiser San 
Francisco was thrown open to visitors 
soon after the conclusion of her trial 
trip yesterday, and great crowds of 
people visited her during the aftei noon 
and evening. During the last two 
evenings while the San Francisco was 
lying at anchor here, her search lights 
were tested under direction of Lieut. 
Grant. Rays were thrown in every 
direction and every part of the harbor 
was brilliantly illuminated. The prin- 
cipal reason for waiting here until this 
morning was to give ths crew a rest 
before resuming the trip to San Fran- 
cisco, 

The San Francisco got under way 
about 9 o’clock this morning and will 
probably arrive in San Francisco about 
9 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The report of the Naval Board ap- 
pointed to conduct the trial trip was 
forwarded to Washington from Santa 
Barbara this morning. The report 
comments upon the trial in the most 
favorable manner and states that the 
average speed maintained during four 
hours’ run was 19 7-10 knots, which is 
about 1-10 of aknot in excess of the 


recent record of the Philadelphia. 


The first igures. which were calcu- 
lated roughly immediately at the con- 
clusion of the trial run yesterday, gave 
her an average speed of 19 5-10, but 
the Trial Board held a long session 
afterwards and took into considera- 
tion the fact that several minutes had 
been lost by the stoppage of one of the 
fans on account of water getting into 
the chamber which supplies the fur- 
nace with a current of air. After 
careful consideration the Board caicu- 
lated the speed at 19 7-10 knots, but 
set this igure subject to correction, as 
there are still some calculations to be 
made, based on the trial and current 


give the San Francisco a still higher 
rate of speed, and possibly make the 
average rate 192 knots. - 

The Board aiso states the maximum 
‘rate of speed attained by the cruiser 
was 20 6-10 knots, and that this rate 
was made during the last ten knots of 
the run, and after the engines had 
already been under a forced draft for 
over four hours. A better idea of her 
speed can be attained when it is con- 
sidered that 20 6-10 knots are equal to 
23 land miles, and that the cruiser 
traveled half that distance in less than 
half an hour. 

Tit horse-power developed by the 
engines during the run will not be 
definitely known for some time, and 
corrections will have to be made, but 
the calculations made so far indicate 
that the average hors -power used in 
driving the ship 19 7-10 knots will not 
exceed 8300. Experts claim that this 
shows au easy model and that the 
wave resistance, or what may be tech- 
nically termed frictional resistance of 
| the ship moving through tbe water, 
will be less than that of the Charies- 
ton, Naniwa, Baltimore, Reiva, 
Regente, Orlando or Philadelphia. As 
the San Francisco was built entirely 
on plans prepared by the Navy De- 
—— it is regarded that these 
acts speak well for the work of the 
department. 


NOTES FROM ABROAD. 


Trying to Patch Up Peace With Cen- 
tral America. 

Ciry oF Mexico, Aug. 28.—[By 
the Associated Press.] A Guatemala 
dispatch today received by Sefior 
Dieguez, the Guatemalan Minister, 
announces that Barillas last night rat- 
fied the stipulations of peace with 
an Salvador presented by the diplo- 
matic corns, which stipulations were 
approved beforehand by Gen. Ezeta. 
The principal condition is that the de 
facto Salvadorean government binds 
itself immediately to convoke the leg- 
islative assembly which existed before 
July 22d. 

This assembly will decide on the 
Presidency of Ezeta. This proves 
that Ezeta accepted Guatemalan in- 
tervention in Salvadorean affairs. In 
this he did well, because this affair is 
not of local but of Central American 
interest. Tbis assembly is not con- 
stitutional, butis the ordinary legis- 
lative body and as such can only 
decide questions in compliance with 
the constitution. 

Geronimo Pou, Salvadorean agent 
here, says he has received no news of 
the signing of the peace. 

GUATEMALA, Aug. 28.—The peace 
treaty has been signed in Salvador by 
President Ezeta and his Minister of 
State, and submitted in all its parts to 
Congress. The ultimate success of 


the arrangement is due to the com- 


bined efforts of the American Minister 
Mizner, and the Spanish Minister, 
Arrellano.

The American Steer to Feed the Uni- 
verse. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A new enterprise in- 
volving $1,000,000 has been entered into 
by Nelson Morris, the packer. It is 
the establishment of a slaughter and 
packing house as well as stock yard at 
the seaboard, East and West. The In- 
terstate Stock Yard Company is the 
name of the new organization. It filed 
articles with the State Depart- 
ment at Trenton, N. J., 
on Monday witn a capita 
of $1,000,000. The new company will 
at once begin building houses in New 
Jersey, where all meats for export 
across the Atlantic will be slaugh- 
tered. In San Francisco Morris will 
build slaughter houses, canning estab- 
lishments and stock yards. This will 

rotect his Western export trade. 

hese houses will reduce loss by a strike 
atany one point to a minimum and 
it is likely Morris will build houses at 
other points on the coast.

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—The switchmen 
in the employ of the Lake Shore rail- 
road struck last night, completely 
tying up all business of the road as 
far as Chicago is concerned, the 
trouble grew out of the stock yards 
trouble. Superintendent Amsden 
took a crew of men down to the stock 
yards yesterday afternoon. When 
they reached therethe men deserted.

At 
a meeting this morning of the day 
force, at which Amsden was present, 
thirty-four of the sixty men present 
signed a paper agree th atend by the 
company.

Representatives of the Switchmen’s 
Mutual Aid Association held a meet- 
ing this morning with the Grievance 
Committee of the switchmen on all 
roads running into Chicago. The 
meeting was called to devise means, if 
possible, to settle the difficulties 
threatening the railroad traffic 
of the city. Before the meeting 
opened Grand Organizer Hall said to 
a reporter: The situation is just 
this: If any road attempts to compel 
the switchmen to handle freight from 
the stockyards it will very speedily 
have a strike on its hands. In this 
way the matter will be brought to the 
attention of the association, which 
will make the fight its own: In that 
way a general tie-up of all the roads 
may become a reality.“ 

There is a prospect of settlement of 
the Chicago and Alton strike. A com- 
mittee of the strikers is now in con- 
ference with the general manager.

WILD BEASTS OF INDIA 


‘SPORTSMEN FIND PLENTY OF EX- 
CITING QUARRIES. 


The Wild Boar Is the Bost and Bravest. 
The Rhinoceros’ Acute Senses of Smell 


and Hesring—Points on Haunting the 
Savage Animals. 


Of all Indian animals the wild boar is 

best and bravest. I have seen a great 
deal of him, having for many years hunted 

m on horseback or with a line of ele- 
Phants to drive bim out of the thick 
coverta, so that other men well mounted 
on fleet horses might pursue and slay him 
with their spears. I was but an indifferent 
porformer with the hog spear, and have no 
feats of prowess to recount, though I once 


took a first spear where about ten other 


men were eager for that honor; but it was 
@ very small boar, and it was quite his own 
fault that he fell into my hands, for I was 
sitting smoking at the end of a covert, 
ust thinking of starting for home after a 
lank morning, when the animal rushed 
out and in self defense I was obliged to 
spear it. How angry some of the other 
men were at my luck, though they did not 
all know how unmerited it was. 
It was most interesting to watch the 
@odges and devices of acunning old gray 
as I stood in my howdah and tried to 
get the elephants to drive him out at a 
point convenient for the riders. The boar 
usually had his own ideas as to the line he 
would take if he were compelled to face 
the open; but before coming to that last 
resource he would try everything else. 


rt, bnt he would seek to induce the old 
at sow, his wife, with her infant progeny, 
to go out and show themselves as a blind 
to the hunters. If there were any of his 
older sons iu the jungle he would roust 
them from their hiding places and try to 
drive them out, to become a vicarious sac-

| He would li lie down and ‘hide himself in 
an incredible 6mall patch of grass, so that 
the elephants might pass him by unsus- 
pectingly; or, if too carelessly pressed by 
@ loose line, he would charge right at some 


loitering elephant’s legs, and there are 


very few elephants that will not flinch and 
turn aside from a wild boar’s charge. It 
meeded much patience and watchfulness to 
contend with all the wiles of the clever an- 
mal. I usually carried a gun loaded with 
snipe shot, and a charge fired into the grass 
or bushes just behind where the boar was 
moving D startled him, and if a 
chance pellet hit him he thought it best to 
quit the covert and trust to his speed to 
reach some stronger shelter or swamp im- 
penetrable to elephants and horses. 

It takes a very fast horse to catch a full 
grown boar lu a gallop over the open 
plain, but every experienced rider knows 
that he must go as hard as he can if he 
means to spear the animal. I shall not try 
to repeat the oft told story of the mortal 
combat that ensues. Oftentimes I could 
see all the incidents of the chase from my 
howdah, for not unfrequently the boar 
when overtaken would jink and come 
round again to the jungle from which he 
had started. When men ride really well 
the boar seldom escapes, unless he has the- 
Juck to find some deep swamp through 
which the horses cannot follow him. 
| A full grown wild boar in lower Bengal 
ds about thirty inches high, but they are 


sometimes found as high as thirty-six | 


inches, and there isa skeletonin the Indian 
museum in Calcutta of a boar that was 
forty inches at the shoulder. There is al- 
most as much difference in the anatomy of 
wild boar and a tame one as there is be- 
— a ship. 


THE BHINOCEROS. 

In the size of the brain the wild boar has 
@ marked superiority, and perhaps this ac- 
counts for his great courage, which makes 
him fearless of everything. One morning, 
— — out of a railway carriage, I saw a 
wild boar come charging down at the pass- 
ing train, but he missed it, for the train 
was going too fast for him, and he was a 
little hampered in forcing his way through 
the wire railway fencing. 

I had something to do with rhinoceros, 
but never succeeded in shooting one, 
though. I sought them for three long and 
hot days under the guidance of the best 
sportsmen in Assam, and I visited their 
hauntsin the Sunderbunds with men of 
local experience. But the rhinoceros,

| ‘DRINKING WATER FOR PARIS. 


Plans for Providing a Bountifal Supply 
for the Capital of France. 

The Galignani Messenger, in some recent 
articles on the water supply of Paris, gives 
the Views of Professor Senator Cornil, who 
is for the purchase of the Avre springs. 
In the course of an interview on the sub- 
ject he stated that the quantity of spring 
water at the disposal of the inhabitants is 

| “Two remedies," 
first 


proposed. The 
one is a system of double canalization in 
each house, There would be a small pipe 
—— supply of spring water and a larger 
for river water for washing and cleans- 
ing purposes. But this ject would 
cost 100,000,000 francs a occupy ten 
years in execution. The other plan is to 
filter the water taken from the Seine by 
means of sand; it is suggested that sand 
pits for the purpose might be established, 
"as at Nantes. But this system would be 
impracticable in Paris, where no fewer than 

200 pits of the kind would be required. 
“The open reservoir system, with decan- 
tation and filtration, has yielded fairly sat- 
isfactory results in England; but the pro- 
cess is slow and imperfect, as the filtering 
bed has to be so frequently renewed. 
Nothing, therefore, can so advantageously 
replace a supply taken from springs sit- 
uated at a sufficient altitude. We must, 
therefore, conclude in favor of the scheme 
for drawing our water supply from the 
| Avre springs, however much we may re 
gret the necessity of depriving a district of 
a portion of its water. I am aware that 
the inhabitants of the valley of the Avre 
have loudly protested against the scheme 
and have suggested that we should draw 


these are situated at a level below that of 


powerful machines, which would cost at 
least 5,000,000 franca. 

Dr. Cornil then showed the economy of 
the project now before the chambers. The 
water which it was proposed to bring from 
the Avre springs, situated near Verneuil, 
distant about fifty-two miles from Paris, 
can easily be conveyed to the capital ina 
state of the utmost purity. It would be 
supplied at the average rate of 1,262 liters 
per second, or 110,000 cubic meters per day, 
during the months of June, July and Au- 
gust, when the consumption of Paris is at 

its maximum. During the first six months 
of the K , when the water is most abun- 
dant, the yield would be at the rate of 
1,485 liters per second, or 128,000 cubic me- 
ters per day. The total cost of construction 
of the works would be 35,000,000 francs, and 
the cost of the maintenance thereafter only 
50,000 francs per annum. The former sum 
would be drawn from the loan of 550,000,000 
francs which the city of Paris had been 
authorized to raise under the law of July 
18, 1886, and was specially provided for in 
the clauses of the bill. It will be three 
years before the scheme can be carried out 

and in the meantime Parisians will do well 
to filter their own water. 


The Zither at Alexander’s Feast. 

We know that at the wedding festivities 
of Alexander the Great with Statira, the 
daughter of Darius, some of the most fa- 
mous kitharists, as Kathrinos of Methym- 
na, Athenodores of Tejos, and others, had 
to play. It is also known that some of the 
best zither players of those days, like Ano- 
beos, received a magnificent remuneration 
for public appearances—an Attic talent 
(about $500) being nothing unusually high 
for the performance. Under the Roman 
emperors, too, the kithara, often changed 
| and improved, flourished as a fashionable 
instrument, and even as late as 1150 after 
-Christ the Greek Emperor Manuel es- 
teemed the famout kitharist, Samotheres 
Logotheta very highly because of his art. 
During the, following cénturies several 
varieties of zitherlike instruments were in 
use, such as the cithara barbara, the cith- 
ara tontonica, and the paalterium in Ger- 
many and adjoining countries, the crowt 
in England and Scotland, and the vergi- 
nale or clarichordiun later on—about 1500. 
The latter, together with the psalter, were 
popular in nearly all European countries, 
and it was really not until the time that 
the forerunners of the present piano, the 
spinet, eto., came into general use—about 
the end of the last century—that the zither 
went out of date.—American Art Journal.

No yellowtail, or any other fish 
should be caught to be thrown on the 
beach and rot in the sun, and I venture 
to say that nod one with the right kind 
of a heart (a pure heart), will do such 
athing. God in his re goodness 
gave us the fishes, as all good things, 
for our use and to bless us, and not for 
us to abuse and shamefully waste. 
Every yellowtail caught should be 
salted and cured, or in some other 
manner saved to feed one’s own self or 
the hungry about him. I have heard 
it said that yellowtail fish are no 
good, So are the people who said so. 
They are more than good; they are very 
nice; and I will here tell you and the 
readers of THE Times how t: prepare 
them, so if you or they should happen 
to catch them there will be no good ex- 
cuse for throwing them on the beach to 
offend the fastidious resorter. 

First catch your yellewtall; then 
clean, skin and take out the backbone. 
By this process you will have two sides 
of the fish free from bene. You will 
observe, on the side from which 
you have removed the skin, dark col- 
ored fish. It looks more like meat of 
some kind. Cut into this lengthwise, 
rub salt well into these cuts and lightly 
salt the fish all over, et them remain 
in the salt over night; then put them 
out to dry with the salt still on them; 
and after about two hours, shake all 
salt remaining from them and let them 
dry till cured. It will take three or 
four days. They should be packed to- 
gether and covered at night. Follow 
these directions and you will have 
cured fish worth eating, I can assure 
you, and such fish would command 
high prices in the market.
